Loss is on Decrease, Report of 


Marshal Shows. 


COLUMBUS.—Thirty persons met 


death by fire and from fire causes 
during July; 87 were Injured, and 
the number of dead was the same as 
in July, 1921, according to the 
monthly report of State Fira Mar- 
shal Dykeman. 
Of the injured, :;5 


were children, 20 of those being- 
hurt by gun powder and fireworks. 
Six children were killed by fire- 
works. 


The report continued: 
"hi May, Ohio had 263 fires from 


all causes, and the loss was $367, 
366. 
In the same month in 1921, 


we had 387 fires, and the loss was 
$348,928. This is encouraging, es- 
pecially as 
we 
had 
fewer 
fires. 


Electricity, 
smokers' 
carelessness, 


and spontaneous combustion were 
the 'main offenders.
